River trade began to slip in 1880 and 
the end of the Mississippi was near. A 
few fine boats were built after that 
year but they failed to pay and many 
were dismantled. Railroads were built 
and took much of the river freight and 
passenger traffic. 

Now barges and Diesel engine boats 
ply the river.
